The FFA is still a strong organization-total 
membership is estimated at 404,000—but of- 
ficials admit it’s getting harder to get new 
recruits. Of the National FFA Organization’s 
53 associations [representing the 50 states, 
Washington, D.C., Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands], only 11 have posted gains in 
membership, and many have faced decreas- 
ing enrollment, said Steffensmeier. 

FFA members and officials are hoping the 
changes will reverse that trend and attract 
new members who can view agricultural 
training as another area of study which con- 
tributes to a well-rounded education. 

Changes at the national level will allow the 
ag teacher to get away from some of the 
hands-on activities and concentrate more on 
the scientific aspect of agriculture. Farmers, 
she believes, must have a good grasp of 
agricultural. science to make it in today’s 


competitive market. “They need to use - 


cognitive skills [in farming],” she said. 
“They might as well have the background in 
it.”
